The harbour from the Shell terminal. 
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A recent addition to the LEGOLAND Park Miniland is a copy 
of the Copenhagen harbour area. The new model, which includes 
123 buildings and 41 ships, took eight model builders 18 months to — 
complete using nearly 3 million LEGO bricks. ipo ipa 

_ The model shows the old harbour area in Copenhagen with its’ 
freight and passenger terminals, the naval harbour with the naval 
training ship ‘““Danemark” and a model of the Danish Royal Yacht 
“Dannebrog” which is moored at Holmen near the Royal Residence. 
All the famous buildings, ships, and bridges have been faithfully 
copied in LEGO bricks but the scene was not complete, the famous 
Little Mermaid Statue was missing so a miniature copy of the real 
one was commissioned and put in place by the Mayor of 
Copenhagen at the opening ceremony to complete the model. 
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Naval training ship Danemark. 









Next to the harbour area is a model of the Danish Royal Residence the | 
Amelienborg Castle. This model was first introduced to the Park in 1976 but was 
removed last year for repair and then repositioned in the ‘correct’ position in 
relation to the harbour model. 

Last year also saw the opening of the new 36 metre high viewing tower which 
has an outside rotary panorama elevator. From the top of the tower you can see 
all over the park and right across Billund to the LEGO factories. Another new 
attraction for the 1985 season is a monorail ride which will r run near the traffic 
school—but more details about this i in the next issue.
